luminating purposes, aud the maintenance 
and repairs (hereof, for a period of SO years 
provided, that no poled or appliances shall be 
so placed, connected therewith, as to mater- 
ially iuUrtore with the said sidewalks, streets 
and pnblic places, tor business cr travel, and 
that no mam wires on the principal streets 
shall bo lower than twenty feet from tiid 
" SECT'IOX 2—That tho above authority and 
permission is gi>en in consideration of und 
upon, the condition that the said J. L. Steven- 
son hia heirs or assigns, shall commence to 
construct and put in the necessary plant for 
making or distributing an electric current for

weeds or bushes interfere with 8u*<ipss- 
ful cultivation, or on lands too 
to till easily. 


After frost has pinched tho grasses 


tbay are uo longer sufficient for adttle 
taut must b« kept in good fl«8h, nor for 
cows giving milk. Add enough gram 
aud the grass will serve much better t 
maintain good condition. 


The fact that corn-meal tends to pro- 


duce fat rather than milk should not be 
forgotten by the dairyman. For a little 
while it will make an increased flow of 
very rich milk. Then the cow will be- 
gin to fatten and dry off. Ti> fatten a 
cow while milking her, corn in the best 
of the grains; but for mailing milk it is 
inferior to oats, borlsy, or mill-feed. 


It lias been found by expi'ii.jieut that 


meal will pass through th« digestif* or- 
gans quicker than hay, and llvit if the 
ni«al is fed to an anicniil on aa empty 
stomach it passes away before it ia fully 
digested; but if fed after buy it becomes 
mingled with it, and more bine fit ii de- 
rived. Do not allow auiuiaU to take 
much water immediately after feeding. 


Mr. Thomas Meehan snya that where 


he see§ a farmer who hftu 110 love for 
the beautiful, for flowers, foi home com- 
forts, und pleasant surroumiiugs, he 
usually finds no haupine.sa, aud an un- 
worthy membsr of society. He is not 
prepared to say that such ara always 
the iBevitable rusults, but tho tenden- 
cies are in thnt direction. 


Mr. H. B. Gnrler, a well-known dairy- 


man of Illinois, claims that by changing 
from Summer to Winter dairying he has 
raised the average net profit on forty 
cows from $15 to $40 per head. His 
VTinter ration is early-cut clover and 
timothy, with equal parts by measure 
of wheat bran aud corn-meal.

Winter his milk suddenly shrank from 
855 to 750 pounds, and on ascertaining 
the oante he found that late had been 
substituted for early-cut hay.
